Jan. 19.—The shortage of 
paper marks Is a matter of great 
concern to the French. Although It 
is announced that the Economic Mis¬ 
sion haa enough of this currency on 
hand to meet the payroll of all the 
Ruhr industries on Batqrday. it 
seems certain that by next week the- 
550,000 workmen will have to be paid 
In some other currency. 

The weekly wages now amount to 
1.400.000.000 jvaper marks and the 
French experts figure that in an¬ 
other week there will not be enough 
rtTarfcs to go round. Inasmuch as 
Berlin is cutting off tha supply. 

The cost of living has increased 
greatly sfhoa the occupation and 
larger supplies of the paper currency 
are therefore neceeeary. The value 
of the mark Is about one-fifth less 
than a week ago, and during the 
past few days It has dropped like a 
meteor. 

Roek Bottom.
